Before trading 
mainly inland, with Asia and China, she 
then began to build ships and engage in com- 
merce: In 1721, by the treaty of Neustadt, 
she stript Sweden of an immense ‘territory 
on the eastern shores of the Baltic. By the 
triple convention of St. Petersburg, of 1772, 
she gained Lithunia as her share of the plun- 
der of Poland, By that gigantic political 
crime, deliberately consummated by a second 
and third partition, Russia, Austria, ‘and 
Prussia, gave the lie to their former protesta- 
tions of faith in the principle of the balance 
of power, and adding shamelessness to rapa- 
city, appealed to that principle, which they 
then overthrew, in boldly asserting that the 
partition was politically just, because the di- 
vision ‘was equally made. The sophistry of 
the excuse is equaled only by the atrocity 
of the deed. 

The peace of Fredericksham followed the 
Swedish revolution of 1809, and Sweden was 
then again impoverished and degraded in rank 
hy the cession to the Muscovite power of 
Finland andthe Islands of Aland. 

Turning from the North, we find the Czars 
pursuing the same rapacious policy, and with 
the same suceess, in the South—the Ottoman 
Empire in every successive war humiliated 
and weakewed, and stript of a portion of*her 
territory—the independeat tribes of the South 
and. West from time to time subdued and 
incorporated into the Russian Empire, and 
the contest for freedom maintained only 
among the fastnesses of the Caucasian moun- 
tains.

a little remarkable to any one accustomed to 
travel on the City Railroads, particularly if he 
have also some experience in City Stages. 
The cars te all appearance are well filled— 
crowded in fact during the best hours of the 
day and night. The stages, on the contrary, 
although limited in eapacity, are but seldom 
thoroughly filled. The expense in each—so 
far as the leading jtem of horseflesh is con- 
cerned—is the same. Yet the stages pay 
handsomely, and the cars realize but three or 
three and a half per cent. 

Before, it is possible to understand this 
anomalous fact, we must remember that the 
Railroad Companies have anticipated the 
growth of the metropolis, and made provisions 
for the accommodation of a comparatively un- 
populated locality. Within a few years all 
the lines have doubled—some of them trebled 
—theirdength. Fresh stock has of course 
been created for this purpose—and other pur- 
poses, it is said, such as buying off stage 
lines, jobbing in depot property and the like— 
and added to the original investment. But 
this fresh stock—unproductive in itself—has 
also shared the dividends. The lower part of 
the City has in effect been taxed for the 
upper part ; and every workingman who lives 
in Thirtieth-street contributes two or three 
cents towards expenses incurred for running 
the cars up to Sixtieth or Eightieth-street. 
One uniform rate on each line would bea 
noticeable feature if there was one uniform 
population. But there is not, and the system 
imposes a burden-on the for the 
benefit of the minority. Not is ‘this 
obvious with respect to fares, but also with 
respect to accommodation ; the majority suf. 
fers all the annoyance, the minority all the 
convenience of this equality. A person go- 
ing a moderate distance up town, stands an 
excellent chance of being crowded out of his 
seat for the whole distance. If he is going, 
however, ta Sixtieth-street or Yorkville, he is 
SEAS eG eORe np aon of 
the distance. 

Whether this is the proper occasion for re- 
ducing the fares on all the lines may admit of 
argument. There is policy, we should sup- 
pose, in making an accommodation like the 
City Railroads as universal as possible, and 
this can be done only by making them ayvail- 
able to the masses. A system of commuta- 
tion might be adopted—a system which is 
always safe, inasmuch as it secures a fixed 
patronage. Conceding this te the people, 
there weuld not, we think, be any strong ob- 
jection to the present rates as a basis for the 
future. It is desirable to unite the two ends 
of the City as cheaply as possible, and for this 
purpose @ uniform rate is, perhaps, imperative 
—even if it be five cents. 

In addition to commutation or reduction of 
the fares, another and more important matter 
should engage the attention of the Committee. 
We refer to the actual accommodation afford- 
ed by the cars. A thing is cheap or dear ac- 
cording to its usefiiiness. The use of a car 
is to give rest as well as transport to the 
weary. Estimated by this standard, thé cars 
are now the dearest mode of conveyance in 
the City, and will remain so until a proper 
licensing system has been established for 
their governance. From an excess of gener- 
ous absardity, the public has hitherto con- 
sented to put up with mere foof room. . Pro- 
vided there was a chance of sitting, standing 
or hanging on to the wooden den, the people 
paid their five cents. . No matter how full, the 
conductor is consequently always ready to take 
up more passengers, and to cram them into his 
pestilential carriage. Riding on the step of 
an Oninibus is luxurious compared with sit- 
ting, standing, or hanging on to a Sixth-ave- 
nue car towards night-fall. Now this can 
and should be remedied. Every passenger 
should have a seat; and be entitled to it'to the 
end of the journey; he should not be com- 
pelled to vacate it to. the first chambermaid 
who hails the vehicle ;.he should not be ex- 
pected to carry two other passengers on his 
most troublesome corns; he should not be 
poisoned by the foul breath of fifty or sixty 
persons, but should have, what he bargains 
for—accommodation, ease, and conveyance 
In London, every public vehicle is licensed to 
carry #o many, and. an excess of the given 
number sabjects the proprietor to a fine. It 
should be the same here. A crowded car is

Ccoan Mail Appappriations. 

The Navy Appropriation bill passed by the 
late Congress, has been offitially published at 
Washington. The eighth, ninth, tenth and 
eleventh sections were added by way of 
amendment, te cover the appropriations for 
the Ocean Mail Serviee of the Government, 
under existing contracts for the next fiscal 
year, beginning July 1, 1855, and ending 
June 30, 1856, and for deficiences the present 
fiscal year. The latter were.deferred at the 
close of the long session last Summer, by the 
failure of the regular Ocean Mail bill, upon 
which an attempt was made to engraft the 
six months’ notice for the discontinuance of 
the Con.ins ‘contract.
